This issue is devoted to two items only, the first being the results of research done by 
RCHS member Harriet Berg on her Clute/Kludt line and the second the following query 
from Dorothy Fuller: 


#1-2011 Dorothy Fuller, 43501 174th Street, Henry, SD 57243-5304 
Dorothy Fuller is seeking information from descendants of, or anyone who might have known, Dorothy 
Minnie Parker, the wife of Jasper Parker. Dorothy Parker was born Minnie Pearl Kiggens on 7 June 
1884 in Naples, Clark Co., SD and was first married to Guy Strong. This family lived in various places 
including SD, ND, MN, Wl, FL, CA and MT. Minnie left her husband, taking her youngest daughter, and 
assumed the name of Dorothy. Subsequently she married Jasper Parker in MT. Dorothy died on 
November 1970 at the MN Odd Fellows Home (now Three Links Care Center), Northfieid, Rice Co., MN 
and is buried in the Groveland Cemetery in Dundas, Rice Co. MN along with her daughter Elizabeth and 
son-in-law Ray Wass. Her daughter lived in the Dennison, Rice Co., MN area. The following two family 
group sheets with known information for Guy Strong and Jasper Parker follow. Any information on 
Dorothy or her descendants would be greatly appreciated. 
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JOSEPH CLUTE bom JOHANN JOCHIM CARL KLUDT 
How I Found His Town of Origin 
by Harriet Berg 

When I started my search for my father’s ancestors I had a wonderful place to start. My 
Aunt Clara, Lillie Clara Berg, the school teacher, from California had written the book 
Early Pioneers and Indians ofMinnesota and Rice County , published in 1959. This book 
contains biographies of Rice County Pioneers including all my German immigrant 
ancestors. Although the biographies are not sourced they contain much information. I 
have been researching to confirm and source her information and trace my ancestry back 
in Germany. My great-grandfather, Joseph Clute is the only one, so far, where I have 
found church records filmed by the Family History Library for the places he and his 
ancestors lived. Aunt Clara did not have a town of origin for Joseph, but he was bom in 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin. I have not found immigration nor emigration records for him. 

But by following other members of his family I was successful in finding the place of 
origin. In the books Germans to America, I found the Beytien family, spelled Benthien, 
including Joseph’s mother Dorothea Beythien, step-father J Beytien, half-brothers John 
and Carl Beytien, and his sister Christine Kluth arriving in New York October 5, 1858 on 
the ship Hammonia having left from the port of Hamburg, Germany. From that 
information I found them on the Hamburg Passenger list leaving Hamburg, Germany on 
the ship Hammonia September 14, 1858. They were listed coming from the town of 
Klinken in Mecklenburg. The Family History Library has filmed the church records of 
Klinken. From the Klinken church records the births of Joseph and some of his siblings 
were found This led to the church records in Spomitz where more siblings had been 
born and then to the near-by town of Dutschow where Joseph’s parents were bom and 
married. The Kludt line can be traced in Dutschow back to the late 1600’s. This is still a 
work in progress. 

If you can’t find your ancestor try following siblings and other relatives. You may find 
the break though you need to further your research.
